rs! Gas Prices Got You Down¢ 


The cost of gasoline has risen significantly in recent years. Higher 
gas prices have lowered employment, income, and spending. Most 
everyone has been affected by the high prices in some sort of v y. Mar 
families have had to limit their driving and spending fe ople are also 
losing their jobs, because of the poor economy due to high price 
Schools all across the country are being affected tremendously by the 
high gas prices also. Teacher's are being laid off just to save money 
Some schools have considered making shorter bus routes, but since 
districts have little flexibility field trips and sports teams that take 
buses on the road are becoming the targets. Schools districts are also 
hae’ to cut back on heating and air conditioning. Prices for food are 
also rising, meaning that school lunches are going up. These are just a 
few of the things occurring due to high gas prices. 

Most studies show that the cost of high gas prices is due to the cost 
of crude oil followed by the cost of refining. Ethanol is one source that is 
being used to help lower the amount of oil consumed while providing 
cleaner-burning fuel. Ethanol is an alcohol-based fuel made by 
fermenting and distilling crops that have been broken down into simple 
sugars. In the United States, ethanol is generally made from corn. 

thanol is 10% of our gasoline we use today. In “flex-fuel” vehicles, an 
alternative fuel E85 can be used. E85 is a blend of 85 percent ethanol 
and 15 percent gasoline. If gas prices remain high, then ethanol will be 
pushed to be used as an alternative fuel. 

Crude prices have been falling because of declining gasoline usage. 
That decline was reflected in a government report showing that 
Americans drove 12.2 billion fewer miles in June of 2008 compared to a 
year ago. If Americans continue to drive less, then gas prices will 
continue to reduce and we can save money and help make a difference.

The year 2008 was a record year for extreme weather 
events in our nation. This included a record number of 
the following: tornadoes, floods, fires. and hurricanes. 

On June 20 and 21, there were over 6,000 lightning 
strikes in California, resulting in several thousand 
blazes over a period of several months. Extremely dry 
conditions caused the loss of thousands of acres of 
forests, wildlife, and expensive homes. Severe breathing 
problems came from the smoke-laden air.

It's Really,Really Easy! - 


Almost everywhere you look these days there seems to be a 
reminder to "Go Green". The all important chant to remember 
when going green is: Reduce, Reuse, and Recycle! Many common 
goods around your house are easy to recycle.. Every other week, 
paper, plastics and metal items are picked up by a truck 
designed for this purpose 
Newspapers and mailers, anything with a triangular recycle 
symbol, and glass and cans can fill up to over flowing the 
recycling container from a typical Bibb County household. . 
According to a survey given to RHS students , over 90% of 
everyone surveyed thought that recycling was important. But 
when asked if they recycled, 
over 50% admitted that they did not. 

. Another way we can help reduce is by simply using less. New 
technologies have helped us reduce. Low flow toilets, which use a 
lot less water than our normal toilets, and halogen light bulbs, 
which shine brighter than regular bulbs and use less electricity 
are great examples of things you can use to help reduce. At 
Rutland this year, a way we are reducing is through the new 
electrical hand driers in the restrooms. It replaces the 
thousands of paper towels that we use which helps cut back on 
garbage. The third and final way that we can help is by reusing. 
Instead of throwing away certain items, try to find other uses 
for them or use them again and again. Rechargeable batteries 
are one of the best items out there that can help us cut back on 
hazardous waste. They canbe reused numerous times and when 
they can't be charged anymore, you can recycle them. 
Recent changes in Board of Education policy have required 
schools to use less energy in heating and cooling classrooms. 
Workers came during December and removed half of the 
lightbulbs in hallways to cut energy costs. And the vacant 
trailers on our campus are being removed to other sites for use.

senator from Illinois, became America’s first African-American 

president. In addition to shattering 200 years of history, he 

became the fifth youngest president ever when he was sworn in 
to office on January 20, 2009. In his inauguration speech, 
President Obama delivered a message of bipartisan hope and 

expectation to a crowd of over one million people in Washington 
D.C. and to millions more via television and the Internet. 


U.S. Troops 

After more than five years of war, plans to 
reduce the presence of U.S. troops in Iraq 
were moved forward. A new agreement 
between U.S. and Iraqi officials was ratified, 
outlining the withdrawal of U.S. troops by 
2011. At the same time, in Afghanistan there 
were 31,000 U.S. troops, and that number is 
expected to double in 2009 


Winning against Cancer 
New diagnoses and deaths from cancer both 
fell for the first time in the U.S. according to 
the National Cancer Institute’s 2008 report 
The overall death rates fell for the most 
common cancers, dropping .08 percent 
annually from 1999 to 2005 for both men 
and women. While overall cancer rates 
decreased, lung cancer remains a concern in 
the Midwest and the South. Both areas have 
yet to adopt anti-smoking laws that ban 
smoking in public places or to increase taxes 
on cigarettes 





Cease Fire

Prepared for Landing 
In January 2009, US Airways’ Pilot 
C.B. “Sully” Sullenberger prepared for 
impact less than 90 seconds after 
taking off from LaGuardia 
International Airport in New York, as 
Flight 1549's engines went out after 
hitting a flock of birds. The pilot 
decided the safest place to land was 
in the icy waters of the Hudson 
River. Pilot Sullenberger’s skill and 
quick response saved the lives of all 
155 passengers. 


Earthquake Rocks China 


A 7.9 magnitude earthquake rocked southwest 


China leaving 4.8 million people homeless. More 


than 60,000 people were injured while over 
20,000 people lost their lives. To help rebuild 
the livelihoods, schools and basic services the 
area needs, several United Nations agencies 
have set up continuing operations in China. 


$50 Billion Fraud 

The former chairman of the Nasdaq Stock 
Market, Bernard Madoff, was charged with 
running a $50 billion Ponzi scheme, in 
one of the biggest fraud cases in history 
Madoff could face 20 years in prison and 
a $5 million fine if convicted. Madoff's 
actions may have cost some of the largest 
financial firms in the world hundreds of
